Military Maneuvres in Tonkin. 
Extensive military mancuvtes, exten- 
ding over several days, have been concluded 
by the French army in Tonkin, tetminating. 
witha grand review at Bac-ninh by Geperal 
Dodds. ‘Dodds’ suggests Tommy of that 
name, and does not svund particularly 
French, “The number of men engaged was 
7000 infantry, with five hattericy uf nrdllery 
(30 guns) and a small force’of vavalry,
